Drawings Objection 



1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.84 (o) which requires legends on 
drawings in figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 7B, 12, 14, 18 and 19, the generic blocks should be 
provided with descriptive labels (e.g. software protocol, transmitter, frequency 
hopper, receiver, etc), correction is required 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Greer (U.S. Patent 6,285,959) in view of Eschenbach (U.S. Patent 6,124,825) . 

Greer discloses a processing apparatus that derives the calibration information to 
measure and detect position and attitude (col. 4, lines 52-61), with input, 
acquisition and operations means (fig. 3, 4), measures directly to the object (fig. 
3), using coordinate system transformation to measures position (col. 6, lines 50- 
20), determine pitch, roll and yaw angle information (col. 6, lines 17-26), the non- 
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contact sensor included attitude and magnetic sensor (col. 4, lines 52-61), image 
capturing real space, object (fig. 4-6), obtain geometric information, picture 
regeneration using a processor (fig. 4), share of information, output can be of 
display screen (fig. 4), a computer stage medium to store program code (fig. 4). 

Greer does not disclose the usage of image geometrically superimposed, 
Eschenbach disclose such application for greater accuracy of image positioning 
(col. 5, lines 10-35) 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Greer to have the usage of image geometrically 
superimposed taught by Eschenbach in order to have a greater accuracy of 
image positioning system. 

In regards to claim 3, Greer does not guide the object to the predetermined 
position. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify Greer to guide the object to the predetermined 
position if such application is needed. 

In regards to claim 15, Greer does not disclose the draw of a wire frame on an 
object. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to know that generating an digital image on a display 
involve constructing a frame image is a common approach and practice.
